JORNSTON FAVORITISM 
IN CONTRACTS 1 CITED 


Hearsay Evidence Alleges 
Governor Favored Bond 
Company. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., February 1. 
(‘P)\—For the first time the investiga- 
tien of his administration, Henry 
Jubnston, suspended governor was in 
volved personally today in one of the 
stories of favoritism and intrigue in 
his depariment, told to the house of 
representatives investigating commut- 
tee. 

The witness, R. L. Seaman, dis- 
charged secretary of the state high- 
way commission, admitted the story 
had passed through two other pairs 
of lips before it reached him. The 
story accused Johnston of impersonat- 
ing Seaman in a telephone conversa- 
tion in which the governor was pur- 
ported to have asked a contractor to 
make bond for his fulfillment of a 
state certract with a designated bond- 
ing company. 

Seaman said he had received his in- 
formation from H. Sullivan, private 
secretary to the governor whe in turn 
had told him he heard it by tele 
phone from James R. Armstrong, un- 
cle of Mrs. O. O. Hammonds, John- 
ston’s confidential secretary, Seaman 
testified several days ago that he had 
refused to heed a request of Mrs. 
Hammonds that he _ eall successful 
bidders on highway contracts and in- 
struct them to make bond with the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
company. 

Charles D. Carter, former Okla- 
homa congressman and ‘now.a mem- 
ber of the state highway commission. 
told the committee he undertook an in- 
vestigation of loyalty of employees in 
his department after Mrs. Hammonds 
had told him it was “reeking with dis- 
loyalty to the administration.” One 
employee out of a list of 30 submitted 
by Mrs. "Hammonds was discharged. 
he said, and the remainder were 
found to be loyal. Since. that time. 
Carter said, Mrs. Hammonds never in- 
sisted upon his doing anything in the 
department for her. 

Johnston's employment of Jose 
Alvarado, now serving a burglary sen- 
tence in the state penitentiary as a 
special ageut to hunt bank robbers, 
was brought up by the committee in 
testimony by Eugene Gum, secretary 
of the Oklahoma Bankers’ association. 
that Alvarado was paid about $500 
by that organization in addition te 
$1,000 paid him by the state for two 
months’ work,

In my last instalment I had some- 
thing to say of the Willard-Moran 
fight in New York. This was in 
Madison Square Garden, and it went 
10 rounds without a decision. 


I knew that some of the fans want- 
ed to see Moran fight Willard, and 
in New York 

hat time did not permit a finish 
fight or a decision by a _ referee, lI 
staged the battle. 

There is no doubt Willard had all 
the better of the fight. Moran was 
game and willing, but he was too 
small and inexperienced to get an evcn 
break with a giant like Jess. 

Moran Was Game. 

What I forgot to .ty. and what 
I want to say, is this: There never 
Was a gamer man in the world than 
Frank Moran. Gameness is not the 
most common quality; I should like 
_ emphasize credit where credit is 
due. 

While a lot of fans that night crit- 
icized Frank's judgment, they were 
open in the praise for his courage. 
At the sound of the gong Frank 
waded right in. He didn't even try 
to feint out the champion to see how 
the land lay. He simply walked in 
and let go his old Mary Ann, as he 
called. his famous punch. Moran had 
a way of telegraphing his blows so 
an adversary could see what was 
coming. Willard had no trouble in 
keeping him off. But nobody. could 
keep Moran from trying. 


Willard Broke Knuckle. 


In one round Willard, trying for 
the famous uppercut that won him 
most of hi§ battles, landed on the 
point of Moran’s elbow. The colli- 
sion broke the knuckle of his index 
finger. He had to fight the rest of 
the way with one good hand. Even 
so, he won with comparative ease. 

Always there has been a tendency 
to say Willard wasn't game. That 
is unjust, unfair and untrue. Any 
man who can fight through with a 
broken hand and win must have cour- 
age. I think Willard unusually 
courageous from the tact that he got 
to be champion without having any 
"pcm liking or the boxing game. 
le never wanted vo hurt anybody.

Thought He Would Win. 

“IT realized that-my chauce was to 
rush Willard and give him a knock- 
out.
